This souroo added that in January 1951 MS&LYCHiCT had boon visltod in 
Italy by some White Russians who had known the ENGALYCHE7 family intimatoly 
ond who subsoquontly claimod he was an impostor* 

With further roforenoo to MICUDA, ho was aaia tc havo 
boon a oonstsnt ossooiatc in Italy of tho so-oallod ®SimiBts® (i*o. 
followors of Iron Guard loador HGRIL SIMA) and to havo bolongod to tho 
oxooutivo oommittoo of tho Union of Rofugoo Rumanian Uni varsity students
